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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The prior art of record fails to disclose the limitations as set forth in the 
claims, a vehicle drive assist system comprising: frontal circumstances recognizing 
means for recognizing a solid object in front of an own vehicle based on images; 
oncoming lane crossing intension detecting means; oncoming vehicle detecting means 
for detecting an oncoming vehicle waiting in front of said own vehicle; oncoming straight 
vehicle detecting area in the vicinity of said oncoming vehicle waiting; and oncoming 
straight vehicle detecting means for detecting an oncoming vehicle traveling straight in 
said detecting area. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Takiguchi et al (6,459,991) discloses a collision prevention 
system due to right and left turns using roadside cameras and sensors at the street 
intersection. Nishira et al (6,873,91 1) discloses a method and system for vehicle 
operator assistance improvement using radar and a camera. Jocoy et al (6,624,782) 
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discloses a system and method for avoiding accidents in intersections with a scanning 
radar. Sasaki et al (5,939,976) discloses an intersection warning system with roadside 
sensors at the street intersection.
